TELEPHONE INTERVIEW: 

In a telephone interview on March 13, 2006, Applicants' attorney spoke with Examiner 
Janis L. Dote, and it was agreed that the February 17, 2006 Office Action, page 2, which recited 
that the "Amendment to the claims" section filed on Jun. 8, 2005 does not comply..." should be 
corrected to recite "the 'Amendment to the claims' section filed on January 11 , 2006 does not 
comply..." 

CORRECTION OF CLAIM 9 IN RESPONSE TO NON-COMPLIANT AMENDMENT:
